MCCORDING 10 CASTRO 
WAR SEEMS IMMINENT 
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Venezuelan President Asserts That 
Colombia Is Responsible for All 
the Trouble—Declares Ven- 
ezuela Will Make No 
Peace Overtures.

caGuayara, Venezuela, October 14.— 
(Via Haytien Cable.)—Ciprano Castro, 
president of Venezuela, made the follow- 
ing statement today regarding the Ven- 
esuelan-Colombian situation to the As- 
sociated Press: 

“T earnestly desire peace between Co- 
lombia and Venezuela, but I consider 
that by reason of the Venezuelan memo- 
randum and our requests, communicated 
diplomatically through Dr. Rico, Colom- 
bilan minister to Venezuela, for an ex- 
planation of the invasion of Tachira in 


July by Colombian troops, Venezuela has | 
taken the first step toward a peaceful | 


gettlement. 

“It would be against the national dig- 
nity and honor of Venezuela to take an- 
other step in this direction until an ex- 
planatory answer had been received. The 
invasion of Tachira was the first openly 
aggressive act in this trouble. It was 
the act of Colombia; and, therefore, she 
should today foliow up our initiative to- 
ward a peaceful settlement. . 

“No: I do not consider Colombia's ac- 
ceptance of the offer of the United States 
to extend their good offices and to me- 
diate between the countries—which has 
been reported in the press here—as a con- 
ciliatory answer to our diplomatic re- 
quests through Dr. Rico. If Colombia 
would officially notify Venezuela that she 
had accepted the United States as a me- 
diator, Venezuela could and would giad- 
ly consider the advisability of address- 
ing the United States as the representa- 
tive of Colombia with the idea of reach- 
ing a peaceful settlement. 

Difficulties Will Arise. 

“While awaiting Colembia’s answer, we 
qmost-Gecidediy cannot, directly or indi- 
rectly, approach Colombia again in a 
conciliatory manner. Meantime, we,shall 
continue to guard our frontier against 
frvasion. If Colombia does not answer, 
difficulties doubtless will arise. With the 
two linea of armed men face to face on 
the frontier this is to be expected. 

“Venezuela can get along very well 
without Colombia. We have no business 
nor commerce to speak of with her. 
There is no need of a continuance of 
diplomatic relations. These have been 
suspended during the last five years be- 
tween Venezuela and France. Yet, to- 
gether, both countries seem to be pro- 
gressing without them. 

“I sympathize with the Colombian lib- 
erals, who are revolting against the con- 
servative government of Colombia. Glad- 
ly would I see the downfall of that 
priest-ridden, incompetent goyernmen*‘, 
which so long as it continues in power 
will, I believe, try to cause me trouble 
and will constitute a standing menace 
to the internal tranquillity of Venezuels. 

“The conservative government of Co- 
lombia has other opponents, notably 
Ecuador and Nicaragua, both of which 
states would be glad to witness its down- 
fall and the end of the conservatives. 

“As for the present incipient revolu- 
tion in Venezuela, I shall crush it so se- 
verely that there will never be another 
in the country. Every spasmodic upris- 
ing has thus far been rapidly and effect- 
ively repulsed. Already I have impris- 
oned many nationalists, and I shall con- 
tinue to imprison them. Within two 
months the movement against me will be 
crushed. 


Ready To Repel Invaders. 

“It is costing us much money to main- 

tain our present army on the frontier. 
| Nevertheless, the country must defend 
order, preserve the national dignity and 
be ready to repel invaders.” 
' On the best authority the Associated 
} Press correspondent is enabled to reiter- 
ate the statement that the government 
of Venezuela is still opposed to an at- 
tack upon Colombia, preferring to re- 
‘Maln upon the defensive and to maintain 
, the status quo. Venezuela wants peace, 
but peace on terms that would conserve 
fhe dignity and honor of the country. 

Direct or indirect peace proposals from 
Colombia—which Venezuela, notwith- 
Standing the occurrences of last month 
on the Guajira peninsula, insists upon 
considering the sole aggressor—would 
_be welcomed by the Caracas cabinet. 
The feeling js growing in Caracas, espe- 
Clally in official circles, that the media- 
tion of a third party eventually will be 
required and that the United States gov- 
ernment is logically best qualified to act. 

Venezuela probably will be able to 
Maintain her present |armed footing on 
the frontier for six or elght months be- 
fore the finances of the country will re- 
quire the issuance of paper currency or 
4n appeal to forced Icans.

|Mining Troubles in Kentucky Have 
Broken Out Again. 
Louisville, Ky., October 14.—(Special.)— 
The mining troubles which had sub- 
sijed so that the removal of troops was 
decided on have been renewed, but the 
scene has been transferred from Hopkins 
county to Wester, where the union mi- 
ers have instituted a state of seige at 
the Providence coal mines. The employ- 
eeshave been notified to quit work or be 
killed. The house of a negro miner was 
fired into. He returned the fire, wound- 
ing two of his assailants. Unknown men 
last night attacked the miners but were 
driven away by the guards and deputies. 
There was considerable shooting during 
the night, and this morning another at- 
tack was made. Sevewfil hundred shots 
were fired with winchesters at close 
range, but no one was hurt, Thirty 
guards at the Empire mines in Hopkins- 

ville were attacked. 

A feature of the troubles is the bad 
marksmanship. While thousands of shots 
have been exchanged, only two persons 
have been killed and not more than a 
score wounded.

Chistian Societies Are Showing 
the Assassin Every Courtesy, 


LETTERS OF CONSOLATION 


Also Forwarded to the Condemned 
Man—Warden, However, Has 
Refused To Give Flowers, 
Fruit or. Letters to 
Assassin. 


Albany, N. Y., October 14.—Superintend-. 
ent Cornelius V. Collins will send a re- 
quest to Secretary of State Hay to desig- 
nate an Official representative of the gov- 
ernment to be present at the electrocu- 
tion of Czolgosz, the murderer of Pres- 
ident McKinley. Only twenty-six wit- 
nesses will be present in the chamber vf 
death when the sentence is executed. 
Warden Mead, of Auburn prison, has 
sent to Superintendent Collins the re- 
quests he has received for permission to 
attend the electrocution, over 1,000 in all. 
The law will limit the number of wit: 
nesses and the superintendent will decide 
who the witnesses will be. 

It was stated at the state department 
of prisons today that statements to the 
effect that Czolgosz is in a continuous 
state of collapse and that he breaks down 
and weeps every time anything is said 
to him concerning the electrocution are 
false. Superintendent Collins had a talk 
with the condemned man some days ago 
and at that time he said he knew he had 
to die. 


Flowers Sent Assassin. 

‘He expressed no fear as to the electro- 
cution, but said that he would not care 
to go outside of the prison for he believed 
that the people would kill him. 

Since his confinement in Auburn prison 
several thousand letters have been re- 
ceived for him at the prison, as woll as a 
large number of express packages con- 
taining flowers and fruit. The letters, 
flowers and fruit have never reached the 
condemned man. The flowers and fruit, it 
is learned, have been gent by Christian 
societies, as have a number of tetters-con- 
soling him in his last moments. Other 
letters have come from cranks, who 
have written about the species of torture 
to which they would put him if they had 
the execution of justice in his case.

Divorce Adopted by the 
“Episcopal Convention, 


ALL DIVORCED PERSONS 
UNDER BAN OF CHURCE 


No Episcopal Minister May Wed 
Them—Action Taken by Depu- 
ties in Committee of the 
Whole May Not Be 
Sustained. 


San Francisco, October 14.—~The house 
of deputies of the Episcopa] church of 
America, sitting as a committee of the 
whole, today adopted the proposed canon 
prohibiting the remarriage of .divorced 
persons for cguses not arising previous 
to their former mariage. The canon was 
adopted just as tt came from the house 
of bishops. The vote stood 182 for, 158 
against. The amendment of Dr. Hunt- 
ington, of New York, making an excep- 
tion in the case of the innocent party of a 
divorce granted on the ground of adul- 
tery, was rejected by a vote of 158 to 
173. 

The result of the vote in the commit- 
tee of the whole was reported to the 
house of deputies, who will vote on the 
matter. The result, however, may. not 
be the same, for in the house the vote 
of thirty delegations is required to carry 
a measure, the divided delegations vir- 
tually counting among the nays. 

No time was set for a final vote by 
the house, but it will presumably be 
taken tomorrow. 

Previous to this action in committee 
of the whole. the house of deputies adopt- 
ed the resolutions presefited by Dr. Mc- 
Kin, of Washington, providing for a 
standing joint commission of both houses 
to consider the relations of labor and 
capital. It is to consist of three bishops, 
three presbyters and three laymen, and 
shall report its proceedings to each gen- 
eral convention. 
| The afternoon segsion of the house of 
deputies was held’ behind closed doors 
and was devoted rely to consideration 
and voting on the Ave nominations for 
missionary. bisho ‘tided down from 
the house of bishops. 

Missionary Bishops Chosen. 

The election resulted in the choice of 
the following: 

Rev. James A. Ingle, district of Han- 
kow; Rev. Charles H. Brent, @strict of 
the Philippines; Rev.. Frederick William 
Keator, district of Olympia; Rev. W4l- 
liam Cabell Brown, district of Porto 
Rico. . 

The only nomination refected was that 
of Rev. Charles Pierce, to be missionary 
bishop of North Dakota. 

The house of bishops today created the 
missionary district of Honolulu to take 
effect April 1, 1902. 

Consent was given, the house of depu- 
ties concurring, for the election of a 
missionary bishop for this district during 
the interval between this session and the 
next general convention. 

A letter was sent to the synod of Mex- 
ico stating the terms which must be 
complied with before bishops for that 
country can be appointed. 

Then the committee of the whole re- 
sumed discussion of the proposed canon 
of the solemnization of marriage and 
Rev. Hudson Stuck, of Dallas, Tex., dep- 
recated certain charges that had been 
made of the moral condition of society 
in Roman Catholic countries on account 
of non-permission of divorces. : 
Rev. Dr. McKim, of Washington, cited, 
however, high authority for his position 
that Christ did not intend to absolutely 
deny the right to remarry to the innocent 
party and declared that he had the uni- 
form authority of the reformed episco- 
pate in his position. 

Hawaiian Problem Settled. 
The house of bishops, so far as its ac- | 
tions go, has settled the Hawaiian church 
problem, through the conference of its 
committee, consisting of the bishops of 
Pennsylvania, South Carolina and Cali- 
fornia, with Bishop Willis. The terms of 
settlement, in brief, are the resignation 
of the bishop of Honolulu, to take efféct 
the ist of next April; the formation of 
the Hawaiian islands as a missionary 
district, to be placed for the present in 
charge of a bishop designated by the 
presiding bishop. 
It was decided to limit the time for the 
election of a bishop to three months. If 
the dioceses voting are not heard from in 
that time, the result is to be announced. 
The next decision reached was that if 
a missionary bishop becomes permanent- 
ly disabled his position may be declared 
vacant. It was agreed that before a 
bishop for a foreign country is chosen the 
bishops must have evidence that he has 
been duly elected and will follow a form 
of worship in accordance with establish- 
ed usage. 

No Married Deaconesses. 

In case of disagreement between a 
bishop and a parish, it was voted that fn 
future a council of conciliation may be 
called by the bishop. 
It was provided that when a bishop re- 
signs between. sessions of the general con- 
vention the house of bishops shall méet 
as a house, to consider the resignation. 
The bishops adopted a canon providing 
that no woman can be formally set 
apart as a deaconess until she has at- 
tained the age of 20 years, and declaring 
that marriage renders her position va- 
cant. 

All the remaining portions of the re- 
port of the committee on canons was re- 
committed by the bishops, to be reported 
to the next general convention.

- SCHLEY ACTED IN BATTLE 
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REAR ADMIRAL W. 8S. SCHLEY. 

Charges Brought Against Him Were Demolished by Evidence of 
Captain Cook Before Court of Inquir y. 
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HIGH TRIBUTE PAID SCHLEY 
BY CAPTAIN FRANCIS COOK 
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'ASHINGTON, October 14.—Captain Cook, of the Brooklyn, 

appeared before the Schley Court of Inquiry today. 

Captain Cook’s testimony was a rébiew of the entire campaign 
after Cervera’s fleet, beginning with the departure of the flying 
squadron from Key West on May 19 and concluding with the bat- 
tle off Santiago July 3. He said that at first tt had been believed 
by both Sampson and Schley that the Spanish ‘fleet was in the 
harbor at Cienfuegos and that no information to the contrary had 
been conbeyed to Commodore Schley antil the arrival of Captain 
McCalla on May 24; that it was Commodore Schley’s expectation 
to meet the Spaniards in the open sea and is constant care was to 
have coal enough for such emergency. 

He gave particulars concerning the retrograde movement and 
explained the Brooklyn’s loop in connection with a graphic account 
of the engagement of July 3. Asked for an opinion as to Admiral 
Schley’s bearing as a commanding officer he said: ‘‘I alavays re- 
garded him as an enthusiastically brabe and patriotic officer.”’ 

‘Referring to the famous loop of the Brooklyn, Captain 
Cook said that he gave the order for the mobement himself and that 
the tarn neber endangered the Texas. He stated that the idea of a 
collision never entered his head and that the loop ‘was justified by 
the results. 

Asked what orders were giben by Commodore Schley to the fleet 
by signal or otherwise, during the battle of July 3, Captain Cook 
said: ‘‘Quite a number of signals were made, but I only recol- 
lect a few of them. The first signal made was the formulated sig- 
nal to close in. Afterwards, there were signals made; a great 
many wig-wags Wwere made to the Oregon.”’

CRUSHING ANSWER MADE 
TO ENEMIES OF ADMIRAL 


EE 
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Cook Reviews Entire Campaign and 
His Evidence Completely De- 
molishes Every Accusation 
Against Rear Admi- 

ral Schley. 


Washington, October 14.—Today in & 
Schley court of inquiry Judge Advocats 
Lemly concluded presentation of testi- 
mony for the government and the first 
of Admiral Schiley’s witnesses was in- 
troduced. Captain Francis A. Cook, whé 
commanded the Brooklyn during the San- 
tiago campaign and who acted, though 
unofficially, in the capacity of chief of 
staff for the commodore, was on the wit- 
ness stand the greater part of the day. 
He was followed by Lieutenant Com- 
mander William F. Fullam, who was 
senior watch officer on the New Orleans 
during the Spanish war, and former 
Liuetenant Joseph Beale, who, as an ofi- 
cer on the Harvard, translated the cipher 
dispatches between Commodore Schiey 
and the navy department carrie. by that 
vessel. ' Lieutenant Beale was the last 
of the government witnesses, although 
Captain Lemly explained that he would 
reserve the right to call others if occa- 
sion should demand that he do so. He 
had no sooner retired than the first wit- 
ness for Admiral Schley was called. Thi# 
proved to be the Cuban pilot, Eduardo 
Nunez. 

Captan Cook was question by Mr. Han- 
na, who responded in clear and distinct 
tones. He said he had been at Key West 
on May 19. 

CAPTAIN COOK EXPLAINS 
. DELAY OFF CIENFUEGOS 

Giving the reasons for the departure of 
the flying squadron for Cienfuegos, Cap- 
tain Cook said the squadron had “en 
sent to that port “to intercept and meet 
the Spanish squadron, it having been de- 
termined, as we believed at that time. by 


Havana, and it was believed that they 
would go to Cienfuegos, because of its ac- 
cessibility to Havana. - 

Captain Cook detailed a conversation 
between Commodore Schiey and Captain 
Chester while the squadron was en route 
to Clenfuegos. He gaid there had been 
talk between them about coaling on the 
southern coast of Cuba. 

Captain Cook said that upon arriving 
off Cienfuegos on the morning of May 22 
a blockade was a established, 
as the firing of guns was heard, and it 
was believed that Cervera had arrived 
and a fete in honor of his appearance 
was on. Earthworks on the shore were 
seen, but they were not fired upon, be- 
cause it was consdered desirable not to 
unnecessarily expend ammunition. . 

“IT thin tween that time and the ar- 
rival of the Adula it was presumed that 
the whole beach was occupied,” he said. 
‘“‘We saw cavalry and others on the beach. 
The possibility of a boat landing was 
talked of. On the arrival of the Adula 
we fully expected to get all informa- 
tion.”’ 

“Did you see any signal lights on shore 
while you were there?” 

‘Yes, the first thing after we arrived, 
on May 22.” 

‘Where were those signal lights and 
what were they?’ 

“I judged them to have been about 6 or 
7 miles to the westward, three lights, one 
ahead of the other, very distinctly, and ! 
the discussion that took place on 
ship, in which I think the commodore took 
part, it was agreed that it was pretty 
clear evidence that it was a signal of 
some kind to assist the Spanish fleet and 
that he certainly had them in there.” 
LIGHTS WERE EXPLAINED 

WHEN MCALLA ABRIVED 

‘There could have been no doubt what- 
ever, from the arrangements of those 
lights, that they were intended as sig- 
nals?’ 

“Oh, no: their appearing at the time 
they did and remaining so long. but we 
could not determine from whom or to 
whom they were sent.” 

Mr. Hanna questioned the witness con- 
cerning the arrival of the Iowa and the 
Dupont off Cienfuegos. Captain Cook 
said they had brought dispatches and he 
had gathered from conversa.on with 
Commodore Schley after their receipt 
that it was the idea of both Sampson and 
Schley that they should continue to hold 
Cienfuegos. He did not, he said, recall 
the receipt of the McCalla memorandum. 
about a landing place near Cienfuegos.

CAPTAIN COOK’S STORY 


OF GREAT NAVAL BATTLE 

“We would have obeyed the orders of 
the commanding officer.” 

“‘Were the fighting ships always in or- 
der for battle?” 

“I always supposed they were: the 
Brooklyn was always in excellent order.” 

General interest was manifested 
throughout the court room when Mr. 
Hanna began his inquiries about the bat- 
tle of July 3. Captain Cook said he was 
in his cabin when the Spanish fleet was 
sighted and went immediately on deck. 

“‘Had you had any intimation the night 
before that the fleet was coming out?’ 

“No. I turned in the night before about 
midnight feeling rather the other way, 
all hope of their coming out having been 
given up.” : 

“When you came on deck whete were 
— Spanish vessels? What were they do- 
ng?’’ 

*“‘When I first arrived on the forecastle 
there were two’ in sight. The third one 
was just outside the entrance and the 


fourth appeared immediately afterwards.” 


“Which way did they head?’ 

“We were to the westward. The en- 
trance to us was about northeast by 
nerth. .The. feet came out. south and 
turned’ as they Teft the entranee to four 
points southwest so that they. furned itn 
our’ direction. When I first @OR on deck 
the helm had been starboarded; heading a 
little to the northward. When I saw the 
fleet they were heading southwest and 


seemed to be coming straight for the in- 


terval between the Texas and the Brook- 
lyn. I werit In the conning tower and di- 


dected the helmsman. I told) tim what I 
| wanted to do was to keep straight-for the 


fleet. They wavered a little: Sometimes 
they turned one way and then another. 
We shifted helm once or twice, but very 
little, indeed, and finally, when we were 
getting up fairly close, say between 1,500 


and 2,000 yards, it seemed to me elear that 


they wanted to pass between the "Texas 
and the Brooklyn. The Texas was well 
on our starboard hand and she was head- 
ed to the northward and westward: All 
ships were carrying. out, the instructions 
ef the commander-in-chief, and that was 
to head in for the entrance. We were well 
to the westward and headed to the north- 
east. 
LOOP MADE BY BROOKLYN 
IS LESCRIBED BY COOK 
“When I saw that, I ported the helm 
pérhaps halfway over. She was swinging 
starboard very rapidly. The Spanish fleet 
was coming straight for this interval. I 
stepped out of the tower on the port side 
to get a good look at this fleet, to see just 
what they were going to do as to our 
relative positions, and I saw they evi- 
dently put helms hard aport and were 
turning to the westward. We were then 
turning very rapidly to starboard with 
port helm and we had turned, I think, al- 
most to the east. The Texas was well on 
our starboard side. I then gave the order 
‘Hard aport’ to the helmsman, fran 
through the opening between the shield 
and the conning tower to the other side 
on purpose to see our own fleet and our 
relative positions. Quicker than I could 
tell it the commodore called to me:‘Cook, 
hard aport,’ or ‘Is your helm aport?’ I 
answered, ‘The helm is hard aport, 
turning as rapidly as possible.” As I 
watched the Texas the bow of the Brook- 
lyn seemed first to point to her port bow. 
I never saw the starboard bow of the 
Texas, and changing her bearing very 
rapidly, the bow of the Brooklyn passed 
along the port side of the Texas until 
there was a clear opening between us and 
the stern of the Texas. We made a com- 
plete turn, a very quick turn, with helm 
hard aport until we came around and 
paralleled the fleet on the other side. As 
we paralleled the Spanish fleet the Vis- 
caya—’"’

“Had you turned with a starboard in- 
stead of a port helm would such action 
have advanced you so far as to bring you 
within the line of movement of the ene- 
my’s ships?’ 

“Provided they had taken advantage of 
it; that is to say, if they had continued 
on their course southwest straight for 
us and we had turned so as to bring them 
within our turning circle, it would have 
made ramming possible, certainly.” 

“How were they heading when this or- 
der hard aport was given?’ 

“They were heading southwest.” 

“Would they have headed so had you 
gone the other way?’’ 

“And they discovered the movement? 
Yes, I think they would. The chart dis- 
tance given at the time was 1,100 yards. 
I estimated 1,500 yards and so made it in 
my report. In the first place, we must 
have lost by shifting helm at guch a 
time. Then, if we had turned the other 
way, we must have gone 700 yards. 
They would not have had much dis- 
tance to run to get entirely within our 
turning circle. That is all conjecture.’ 

Mr. Hanna: “What was the conduct 
and bearing of Commodore Sc:iiey while 
under fire on such occasions that you 
had the opportunity vf observing?’ 

“IT always regarded him as an enthusi- 
astically brave and patriotic officer. Never 
in any other way.’’ 

Continuing his statement after the noon 
recess, Captain Cook said he thought 
that if the engines of the Tex- 
as had been backed he would 
have observed the movement, ‘‘al- 
though,” he said, “the Texas was quite 
a distance from us.” He recalled a 
brief conversation between Lieutenant 
Hodgson and himself concerning the Tex- 
as while the Brooklyn was making its 
famous loop. He said that on that oc- 
casion Hodgson had called his attention 
to the Texas and that he had repliéd, 
saying that he saw the vessel, which 
Hodgson had afterwards told him had 
entirely reassured him. 


HE BLESSED THE TEXAS 
INSTEAD OF DAMNING HER 


He had never himseif used the expression 
“Damn the Texas” to Hodgson. “On 
the contrary,”’ he said, ‘‘I-had every rea- 
son to bless her."’ He said he had not at 
the time known of the change in the 
Brooklyn's log in which the entry had 
at first been to the effect that the helm 
was put to starboard and then changed 
to “helm aport.” He remembered the ad- 
denda to the log and had consented that 
it should be written, but he had given 
instructions that there should be no 
change in the original log.

Episcopal ‘church, calléd to express to 
the president his hearty indorsement 
of the appointment. of ex-Governor Jcnes, 
of Alabama, to a federal judgeship in 
that state.

Depositors Withdraw Money From

Buffalo, N. Y., October 14—A run on 
the Fidelity Trust Company, a state bank- 
ing institution. began today.

Brigands Declare if They Are 
Pursued They Will Put 


Miss Stone to Death. 


MISSIONARIES NOT ABLE 
TO REACH THE BRIGANDS 


State Department Officials at Wash- 
ington Assert That She Is Still 
Alive and Efforts Are Con- 
tinuing for Her Re- 
lease. 


Constantinople, October 14.—It trans- 
pires that the Turkish commander had 
completed dispositions to surround Miss 
Ellen M. Stone’s. captors at noon Satur- 
day last. Spencer Eddy, secretary of the 
United States legation, however, received 
information that further activity would 
result in the death of Miss Stone, and 
at 8 o'clock Saturday morning he pro- 
ceeded to the residence of the minister 
of foreign affairs, Tewfik Pasha, and de- 
manded the immediate retirement of 
Turkish troops. This was carried out and 
the Bulgarian forces followed suit. Mr. 
Eddy’s action has the unanimous approval 
of the members of the diplomatic corps, 
who are convinced that efforts to liber- 
ate Miss Stone by force will infallibly re- 
sult In her murder. 

Neither Mr. Baird nor Mr. Haskell, the 
missionaries, has yet been able to get 
in touch with the brigands in order to 
arrange as to the amount of the ransom 
for Miss Stone. 

Appeal to the People. 

New York, October 14.—The Rev. 
Charles C. Creegan, district secretary 
for the American board of foreign mis- 
sions, gave out a letter today, part of 
which reads: 

‘To the American People: The case of 
Miss Stone, now in the hands of Turkish 
brigands, has undergone no material 
change. In the office of the American 
board and among her immediate friends, 
the greatest anxiety prevails. Our gov- 
ernment at Washington has not .modified 
the opinion uttered by’ President Roose- 
velt that there is but one thing to do 
and that is to raise the sum demanded 
for her ransom and that as quickly as 
possible. Of this amount $60,000 has al- 
ready been subscribed. Fifty thousand 
dollars more are required. We appeal 
now to those among us who by the bless- 
ing of God have larger financial ability 
to supplement the contributions of their 
neighbors that the necessary sum may 
be reached.”’ 

Her Captors Are Turks. 

London, October 15.—The Daily Express 
has received the following from Vienna: 

‘“Todaroff, the driver who accompanied 
Miss Stone when she was kidnaped, has 
arrived at Sofia. He says her captors 
are Turks. The Bulgarian police, who 
are not satisfied with his statements, are 
keeping him under surveillance.” 

Miss Stone Still Alive. 

Washington, October 14.—All that can 
be gained from the state department offi- 
cials respecting the case of Miss Stone 
is that she is alive and that efforts are 
continuing for her release. The officials, 
while declining to indicate the nature of 
the measures they are pursuing to this 
end, still maintain hope of ultimate suc- 
cess.

In Sentencing the Anarchist, Judge 
Hinsdale Says Murder of Mc- 
Kinley Illustrated Enor- 
mity of Teachings of 
Herr Most. 


New York, October 14.—Johann Most, 
the anarchist, was sentenced to one year 
in the penitentiary today in the court 
of special sessions for publishing in his 
paper, The Freiheit, an alleged seditious 
article on the day following the shooting 
of the late President McKinley. 

The article in question was entitled, 
‘“‘Murder Against Murder.’’ 

In his defense Most claimed that the 
paper containing the article was printed 
and ready for distribution before the 
president was shot. Also, that it was a 
quotation from an article published fifty 
years ago and republished by him fifteen 
years ago. After imposing the sentence 
Justice Himsdale read the opinion of the 
court, in which he said: 

‘It is no answer to the evil and crim- 
inal nature of this article to claim that 
it was not written for the purpose of 
destroying crowned heads. It inculcates 
and enforces the idea that murder is 
the proper remedy to be applied against 
rulers. The fact that it was published 
fifty years ago and again republished 
about fifteen years ago only emphasizes 
and gives added point to the criminality 
of the republishing of it at any time, 
It shows deliberate intent to inculcate 
and promulgate the doctrines of the arti- 
cle. This we hold to be a criminal act. 
It is not necessary to trace any connec- 
tion in this article with the assassina- 
tion of the late president. The offense 
here, in the eyes of the law, is precisely 
the same as if the bloody event had 
never occurred. The murder of the pres- 
ident only serves to illustrate and illumi- 
nate the enormity of the crime of the de- 
— in teaching his diabolical doc- 

ne.,”’ 


BIG LAND SUIT ON TRIAL. 


Heirs of Mrs. Lucinda Trammell Seek 
To Recover Valuable Property. 
Other Suits Pending. 

The case of John Trammell and his two 
sisters, Mrs. Hattie Turner and Mrs. Mat- 
tie Neill, against Samuel M. Inman, went 
to trial yesterday before Judge J. H.

The plaintiffs, as heirs of the late Mrs. 
Lucinda Trammell, are seeking to re- 
cover title to property on the west side 
of Forsyth street, just south of Mitchell 
street. The property in question is valued 
at from $75,000 to $100,000. 

The heirs of Mrs. Trammell have also 
instituted a number of other similar 
ejectment suits, involving several pieces 
of valuable real estate in Atlanta.- The 
suits attack titles that have been held by 
the parties for many years, and on this 
account they are of an important na- 
ture, 

It is claimed by the heirs that under 
a marriage settlement made by their 
father and mother Dickerson H. Walker 
was appointed trustee. It Is further 
claimed that Walker was _§ trustee 
for Mrs. Trammell and the children; that 
Mrs. Trammell had a life interest in the 
property, and that at her death it was 
to revert to the heirs. The property in 
question, however, went into other hands, 
and the defense claims that the titles 
held by such parties are clear.

MAJOR BURKE IN ATLANTA 


He Talks Enthusiastically of Buffalo 
Bill’s Wild West—Knows Many 
People Here. 

Major John M. Burke, of Buffalo Bill’s 
association, is in town as enthusiastic 
as ever about the education, merit and 
success of Colonel Cody’s exhibition. 

Speaking of their visit here during the 
exposition of 1895, one episode seemed to 
stand out in strony remembranee—the 
arrest of a young Indian chief on the 
charge of committing a murder tn Balti- 
more—whicl¥, on investigation. was 
found to be a conspiracy that fell through 
disastrously to the conspirators.

The Canadians were recruited 
from the mounted policemen ~of the 
northwest, the ranchmen, hunters, cow- 
boys and gentlemen sportsmen of Can- 
ada. They not only won. the respect of 
the Boers, but astonished the imperial 
generals and authorities and the foreign 
military, attaches. 

“The Boers arrived at New York on 
March 26 last. The Canadians arrived 
on the Numidian at Halifax, having 
come direct from South Africa. Each 
member was presented in London with 
a medal by King Edward VII. I went 
to Halifax and secured these Canadians.

GOLD MINE IS FOUND 
IN CHICKEN’S GIZZAR 


When the cook at the residence of A. 
A. Smith, 74 East Ellis street, took 
eight small pieces of gold from the giz- 
zard of a chicken her eyes grew large 
with astonishment and she doubtless re- 
called the story of the goose of golden egg 
fame.

Club Makes the Run 
from St. Louis to Charlottes- 
ville, Va., in a Special 
Train, Bringing Shaft 
Along.

Va., October &&+« Spe- 
elal.)—Monticeilo, the historic ‘thome 
of the author of the Declaration of Amer- 
ican Independence, was the scene today 
of one of the greatest events which has 
transpired in this section since the large 
gathering of distinguished statesmen in 
4869, when Governor William E. Russell, 
of. Massachusetts, made his celebrated 
address from the eastern porch of the 
renowned old mansion, and which was 
responded to by the Hon. John W. Daniel, 
of Virginia. The event of today will long 
be remembered by the large gathering 
of distinguished statesmen and visitors at 
the shrine of Mr. veuerson. It was the 
occasion of a pilgrimage to Monticello by 
the Jefferson Democratic Club of St. 
Louis, Mo., which came to do honor to the 
great statesman and his principles and 
to place in position a new monument to 
the venerated president of a hundred 
years ago. The pilgrims arrived last 
evening in special cars over the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio railway from St. Louis, 
bringing with them a memorial shaft 
hewn. from the red granite hills of Mis- 
gouri, as Missouri's return for the mod- 
erate gray granite shaft which formerly 
marked the grave of Mr. Jefferson, but 
which now stands on the campus of the 
Missouri state university at Columbia, 
Mo. The new monument which was 
erected today weighs 8,000 pounds; is 4 
feet 8 inches high, and rests on a base 
4 feet by 3% feet, and was accompanied 
to Monticello by 250 members of the Jef- 
ferson club, headed by i.s president, the 
Hon. Harry B. Hawes, and a fife and 
drum corps of thirty-eight men, besides 
a large number of distinguished gentle- 
men, who joined the pilgrims along the 
line. -It required every available vehicle 
in the city and community to convey the 
visitors to Monticello. 

The memorial shaft was erected just 
outside of the east lawn and can be seen 
for miles away. On the shaft is the fol- 
lowing inscription: 

THOMAS JEFFERSON, 
Citizen, Statesman, 
he Greatest 
Advocate of Human Liberty. 
Opposing Special Privileges, 
He Loved and Trusted 
the People.

To Commemorate His 
Purchase of Louisiana, 
Erected by 
The Jefferson Club, 
of St. Louis, Mo., 

On Their Pilgrimage, October 12, 1901, 
To Express Their 
Devotion to His Principles. 


The gathering of people who were pres- 
ent to witness the unveiling- exercises 
was immense, and the ceremonies were 
inaugurated at 11 o'clock in the morning 
by an address of welcome to the visitors 
by the Hon. Jefferson M. Levy, the pres- 
ent owner of Monticello. 

Mr. Levy said in part: 

“Members of the Jefferson Club of St. 
Louis, Citizens of Missouri and Virginia: 
I] welcome you to the home of Thomas 
Jefferson.

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nessee River Improvement Associa- 

tion, which will be held. at Hunts- 
ville Wednesday, October 16, promises to 
work a new era in the industrial develop- 
ment of the Tennessee valley. 

The insignificant recognition given this 
important interstate waterway by 
the rivers and harbors committee 
of . the fifty-sixth congress indi- 
cated a disposition to abandon 
this great work unless the people along 
the whole Tennessee river in Tennessee, 
Alabama, Georgia, Mississippi and Ken- 
tucky arouse themsélves and demand -its 
completion. It was at this criticad period 
that Congressman William Richardson, 
of the eighth Alabama district, addressed 
a letter to the commerce committee of the 
senate who had charge of the rivers and 
harbors bill when it passed the house, 
which was signed by every congressman 
in those states tributary to the Tennessee 
river from its headwater to Paducah, 
asking the committee to make an ex- 
clusive appropriation for removing ob- 
structions at Colbert and Bee Tree 
shoals. 

Heretofore appropriations for the Ten- 
nessee river have been divided out among 
the numerous sriall tributaries extending 
far up into east Tennessee above Knox- 
ville, and while these, streams here have 
been greatly benefited and in many cases 
made navigable for small draught boats 
and open to commerce, yet the main ob- 
struction to the Tennessee river at Col- 
bert and Bee Tree shoals has been almost 
entirely ignored and until r@éeent years 
the river has remained practically un- 
navigable from four to eight months in 
the year on account of these obstructions. 
Congressman Richardson recently said to 
the writer that the Tennessee river was 
like a sack tied in the middle with both 
ends open to navigation. Judge Richard- 
son has been assiduously at work the 
past two years unifying all conflicting in- 
terests and pledging the support of both 
congressmen and senators in this one 
united effort to secure an appropriation 
sufficient to complete the second lock and 
8 miles of canal necessary to open the 
river around Colbert and Bee Tree shoals. 
The lower lock cost $600,000 and has been 
completed several years, but the failure 
of the last congress to appropriate money 
for the continuance of this work has 
practically tied up all river improvements 
and the work has been temporarily aban- 
doned. Major John C. D. Knight 
has recommended in his report 
the appropriation of $981,000 in one 
lump for this ork and the put- 
ting of the Tennessee river on 
the continuous contract plan, which would 
place it out of the hands of a hostile 
committee or safe from failure to make 
an appropriation. That it should be 
placed on a continuous contract system is 
essential and important from the fact 
that Major Knight has said that the com- 
pletion of Colbert shoals canal will not 
insure low water navigation by boats 
drawing 3 feet for 2 miles above Colbert 
shoals; others shoals exist between the 
latter and Florence, between Flor- 
ence and the Muscle shoals canal, 
between lock 1 and lock B 
of Muscle shoals canal and above the 
canal, and other works of improvement 
will be necessary before Colbert shoals

canal can be of material benefit to either 
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General Charles H. Grosvenor, chair- 
man of the committee on merchant 
marine and fisheries of congréss, has ad- 
mirably summed up the whole situation 
in his letter to Congressman Richardson, 
in which he said: 

‘I want to call your attention to what 
I. think is the salient point in your con- 
tention. It is idle to spend money in the 
upper end of the river, or, to any con- 
siderable extent, in the lower stretches 
of the river while Colbert shoals obstructs 
the comfortable navigation of that mag- 
nificent stream. 

“It is absolutely imperative, if we main- 
tain any kind of ‘reputation for consist- 
ency, that we clear out those shoals and 
make that splendid river a great artery 
of commerce. I shall take pleasure in sec- 
onding any movement that you gentle- 
men in Tennessee, Alabama or Georgia 
may inaugurate to this end. May iI 
gently hint at an obstacle that must in 
some way be overcome or modified. It 
is a gigantic and a difficult undertaking 
to get congress to appropriate 
it and the appropriation that 
it ought to, and it will never 
be done but by the united action of 
the representatives interested, and if you 
fritter away your whole strength, and by 
your I mean the whole body of Tennessee, 
Alabama and Georgia representatives, by 
getting little temporary appropriations 
for minor places and inconsiderable. in- 
terests, you will never get the sort of 
support for the great work that it so rich- 
ly deserves. It would be better for you 
that the small places should stand as 
they are for two years if you could get 
a splendid appropriation with a continu- 
Nus contract. You can doall this if you 
stand together, but if you concede the 
abandonment or the neglect of this work 
to promote other special, less important 
interest, you will fail entirely. I believe 
you can win the fight."’ 

The Tennessee River Improvement As- 
sociation organized at a delegate river 
improvement convention held in Chatta- 
nooga, .Tenn., January 4, 1898, for the 
purpose of forming a permanent organi- 
zation, whose object should be to further 
the work of improvement of navigation 
of the Tennessee. The organization con- 
sists 9f delegates appointed by all cities, 
towns and commercial bodies interested In 
the navigation of the river, who at each 
annual meeting elect officers for the en- 
suing year and select a place for the next 
meeting. The first two meetings were 
held in Chattanooga, the third in Knox- 
ville, Tenn., and the fourth in Sheffield, 
Ala., on November 20, 1900, at which meet- 
ing Huntsville was selected as the place 
for the fifth annual meeting. At the 
meeting in Sheffield the following officers 
were elected:

PREFERRED CLASS ALL RIGHT 


Plan To Allow Each County To Es- 
tablish a Fund of Its Own Is 
Growing in Favor. 


Jackson, Miss., October 14.—(Special.)— 
The indications are that the confederate 
pensioners will fare badly in Mississippi 
this year. Nearly all counties have sent 
tn their lists, and an estimate made at 
the office of the auditor forecasts an al- 
lowance of only about $24 or $25 to é¢ach 
pensioner in the non-preferred class. The 
preferred classes do not depend on the 
fiuctuations of the roll from year to year, 
and receive $50 to $100. 

The tabulation of the pension lists con- 
firms the estimate of a 25 per cent in- 
crease this year, and there will be nearly 
5,000 pensioners on the roll, among which 
a $150,000 distribution is to be made. It ap- 
pears that the increased appropriation 
by the legislature has brought many vet- 
erans and widows to the conclusion that 
a state pension is worth asking for, and 
the non-preferred participants who re- 
ceived $32.50 each last year will have to 
be content with a great deal less this 
year. 

The proposed plan to allow each county 
to establish a pension fund for the vet- 
erans within its borders seems to be 
meeting with considerable favor, although 
its consideration during the next session 
of the legislature is not likely.

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NOT GOOD FOR PENSIONERS|BARELY ESCAPE GALLOWS 


Man and Woman in Jail Charged 
with Murder. 


NO DEAD BODY 


IS FOUND 


Accuser Now Asserts That Supposed 
Victim Is Alive, Hiding in 
a Swamp. 


Charleston, 8S. C., October 14.—(Special.) 
A diabolical plot to convict two persons 
for murder was nipped in the bud today 
by a startling confession, made under 
oath, to Jailer Graddick, by Stephen 
Bridgeman, of Red-Top. Two weeks ago 
David Brown swore out a warrant 
charging Celia Lawrence and Colonel 
Brown with the murder of Benjamin 
Lawrence, the former’s husband. Law- 
rence had disappeared, and, according to 
Brown, his body had been cut to pieces, 
tied with iron and sunk in Cooper river. 
Efferts to find the body failed, and the 
mysterious disappearance of the husband 
was so conspicuous that a close net was 
being gathered, which would have un- 
doubtedly led to the conviction of the 
pair. Today, however, Bridgeman reach- 
ed the city and reported that Lawrence 
was not dead, but was~ hiding in the 
swamps above Charleston. Bridgeman’s 
story was that Lawrence hoped to have 
his wife and Colonel Brown convicted 
and hanged for murder, and he intended 
to remain in the swamps until the ex- 
ecution was over. David Brown, it ap- 
pears, got frightened at the desperate 
predicament of the prisoners, and, after 
confession, he fled. It is thought that 
Lawrence can be located. Tomorrow the 
sheriff of the county will make a thor- 
ough investigation and the prisoners will 
be released. Such a clear ‘case, based, 
however, on circumstantial evidence, 
was being worked up against Colonel 
Brown and the woman that they would 
have been sent up for life, if not hanged.

In Mississippi the Reapportionment Is 
Attracting Attention.

Division of the State Interests the 
Political People More Than the 
Common Bun of Voters. 
Suggestions Are Nu- 


Jackson, Miss., October 14.—(Special.)— 
The congressional reapportionment quées- 
tion continues to be an active issue with 
the press of Mississippi, and among the 
politicians there is a considerable amount 
of speculation concerning the probable 
division of the state by the legislature. 
Quite a number of plans have been ad- 
vanced for making eight districts out of 
the territory where seven now exist. 
The latest suggestion comes from Colonel 
H. J. Reid, a well-known Lexington 
journalist, who proposes the following di- 
vision: 

First District—Tishomingo, Alcorn, Tip- 
pah, Prentiss, Pontotoc, Lee, Ittawamba, 
Qhickasaw, Clay, Monroe and Union. 
Population, 194,849. 

Second District—Benton, Marshall, De-

lation 204,656. 

Third District—Bolivar, Coahoma, Issa- 
quena, Leflore, Quitman, Sharkey, Sun- 
flower, Tunica and Washington. Popula- 
tion 195,346. 

Fourth District—Montgomery, Carroll, 
Attala, Holmes, Yazoo, Leake and Madi- 
son. Population 196,529. 

Fifth District—Lowndes, Webster, Choc- 
taw, Oktibbeha, Winston, Noxubee, Kem- 
per, Neoshoba and Lauderdale. Popula- 

192,271. 
yy District—Warren, Copiah, Simp- 
son, Hinds, Rankin, Scott and Smith.

The author has shown 
a charming disregard for the interests of 
any political sect, however, in making 
his tabulation, and the adoption of his 
plan by the legislature would cause much 
weeping, wailing and gnashing of teeth. 


MISSISSIPPI SUPREME COURT 


Regular Fall Term Is Formally Open- 
ed at Jackson. 

Jackson, Miss., October 14.—(Special.) 
The regular fall term of the supreme 
court of Mississippi convened this after- 
noon in the presence of a large gathering 
of the members of the bar from all parts 
of the state. The docket for the middle 
district, containing seventy-five cases, 
many of them being litigation of great 
importance, was taken up and ealled for 
argument. This docket will occupy the 
attention of the court for several weeks, 
and among the first cases heard will be 
several which were committed for re- 
argument at the last term, the judges 
having struck knotty problems of law on 
which they desired more light before ren- 
dering decisions.

RATE CUTTING IS NOW SEVERE 


Fire Insurance in Mississippi Is Con- 
fronted by a Tariff War. 

Jackson, Miss., October 14.—(Special.)— 
The fire insurance business in Missis- 
sippi is now in a condition closely border- 
ing on chaos. Rate cutting is epidemic 
in many sections, and the companies are 
vainly endeavoring to bring an end to 
it, several managers having given the 
local underwriters peremptory instruc- 
tions not to renew risks at less than the 
full tariff rate. The lack of supervision 
by any tariff association is charged with 
the responsibility for existing conditions, 
which have been growing worse since 
the Southeastern Tariff Association was 
forced out of business in Mississippi on 
the charge of violating the anti-trust 
law. The Church inspection bureau is at- 
tempting to exercise supervision, but this 
organization claims that it is engaged 
only in the inspection of risks and does 
not make rates. Rate cutting in Jackson 
is especially severe.

Western Men Find Good Coin-Making 
Property in the South and Are 
Putting in the Hard, Cold 
Cash in Great Abun- 
dance, 


Tallahassee, Fla., October 14.—(Special.) 
clal.)}—Just east of the Chattahoochee 
river, in the section of wh'ch Tallahas- 


see is the commercial center, lies what 
experts term one of the finest cypress 
timber tracts in the gulf states. It 
skirts the coast for 100 miles. In this 
section the largest and most important 
lumber and timber deal ever made in 
middle Florida was consummated this 
week. John A. Graham, president and 
principal owner of the Graham Cypress 
Company, at St. Marks, Fla. has sold 
the saw mill, logging railroad and cypress 
timber lands belonging to his company 
to William L. Roach and associates, of 
Muscatine, Iowa. The exact figures in 
this deal have not been given out, but 
the deal approximates half a million dol- 
lers. It is understood that the price paid 
by the Roach syndicate for the saw milit 
and. cypress timber is something over 
$350,000. The experts who have gone over 
this land estimate that the tract bought 
wil! cut over 50,000 feet per acre of mer- 
chantable timber. 

Mr. Graham selected and purchased 
these lands more than ten years ago, 
thus early evidencing his faith in the 
ultimate value of cypress timber. It is 
understood that the new owners will en- 
large the present saw mill plant to a ca- 
pacity of 25,000,000 feet of lumber and 80,- 
000,000 shingles per annum. Mr. Roach 
and his associates are among the larges® 
lumber manufacturers and dealers in the 
northwest and their investing on such a 
large scale in this section means much 
to the industrial progress of the state, 
particularly the middle portion. J. 5. 
Harrison, representative of Mr. Roach, 
has taken charge of the properties and 
expects to have the entire plant in fuil 
operation within sixty days. 

Although Mr. Graham owns large busi- 
ness interests in Chicago and in Savan- 
nah, he will remain in Florida and de- 
velop other land and timber interests 
which he has not disposed of. 

The old town of St. Marks, where these 
extensive operations will be carried on, 
is one of the most historic places in the 
whole country. Here in the early years 
of the eighteenth century a Spanish fort 
and mission were established, and it be- 
came a famous trading place for Indians. 
St. Marks is especially celebrated as be- 
ing the place where in 1818 General An- 
drew Jackson, afterwards Florida’s first 
American governor and later president of 
the United States, captured, courtmar- 
tialed and executed Alexander Arbuthnot 
and Robert C. Ambrister, two British 
subjects, charged by General Jackson 
with aiding and inciting the Creek and 
Seminole Indians to commit depreda- 
tions on American citizens in Georgia 
and Alabama. 

Later St. Marks was a shipping point 
of importance, especially for cotton; but 
after the civil war the place went to 
ruins and only during fhe last two or 
three years has it shows signs of return- 
ing life. r

The German empire had knocked 
the French royal establishment out of 
the way, and made it possible for 
the modern republic to exist. The 
men of Louis Philippi and of Napo- 
leon III were ‘scattered and the badge 
of nobility had become a guarantee 
of exclusion. German legions also 
thundered against the boundaries oi 
ancient Austria, compelling the Haps- 
burg to surrender the title of senior- 
ity in German affairs. Personal trag- 
edies have completed the wreck and 
now Francis Joseph, fifty-three years 
an emperor, without an heir, is the 
only link standing between the Aus- 
trian empire and dissolution. 

To England there has béen vouch- 
safed the longest era of smooth sail- 
ing. Recovering from the strain of 
Napoleonic wars the Victorian era be- 
gan,andfor over sixty years the life of 
the queen gave stability to those whose 
fortunes were bound up with her 
reign. Three generations of active 
men had come and gone and the heir 
to the throne had himself become an 
old man before Victoria passed away. 
Of heavy habit, living easy, and past 
the period of ambition, Edward VII 
would not seriously interfere with his 
heritage. But if he is to follow in 
the footsteps of his distinguished 
brother in law, Frederick, of Ger- 
many, and die after a few months, 
there will be a leap from the men of 
1837" 1860 and 1895 to those of 1901 
The rulers of the world will all be 
men of the twentieth century, free 
from traditionalism and tinctured 
with the practicality of the age. The 
duke of Cornwall as king of Eng- 
land will run in the same class with 
his German cousin, Wilhelm II. 

We of the United States can hardly 
appreciate the importance to Europe 
of such changes. The personality of 
the old emperor of Germany, of Vic- 
toria in England and of Francis Jo- 
seph, in Austria, extended into al- 
most every home in which there was 
ambition for preferment.

What Is the Matter? 

-The extension of American trade 
has been claimed by the republican 
party as its special belonging, of 
which we heard much during the cam: 
paign of 1900. 

With Cuba under American control 
England and Germany have made 
more headway with the natives than 
is recorded for American merchants. 
Consul General Guenther, stationed 
at Frankfort, furnishes some instruc- 
tive figures, from which the increase 
of German trade with Cuba may be 
gauged. 

During the years 1895, 1896 and 1897 
Hamburg shipped to Cuba between 
$470,000 and $700,000 worth each 
year; In 1898, $400,000; in 1899, $1.- 
400,000, and in 1900, goods to the val- 
ue of over $2,000,000. Statistics of 
Hamburg exports to Cuba cover no 
less than one hundred and thirty 
groups of goods. Exports of rice in- 
creased from $261.000 tn 1889 to $785,- 
000 in 1900; articles of iron from 
$166,000 to $190,000; malt from $14.,- 
000 to $36,000: cotton goods from $35, 
000 to $66,700; hosiery from §$T17.- 
000 to $120,000; passementerie goods 
from $28,000 to $45,700; paper from 
$48.009 to $77,800; toys from $43,000 
to %55.700, etc. 

Perhaps the statistics of Cuban ex- 
ports furnishes a partial explanation. 
Cuba sent to Germany $1,596,000 
worth of goods fin 1898 and $3,142,000 
oe T00e. * 

Does this not furnish a key ag.to

An Old American Pioneer. 

At the old Pawnee Indian villege, 
near the town of Courtland, Kans., a 
monument has been erected to the 
memory of Zebulon M. Pike, the cele 
brated explorer of the great western 
half of the continent. 

On September 29, 1806, Pike pulled 
down the Spanish flag which floated 
over the settlement at this place and 
in its stead hoisted the Stars and 
Stripes. This was the first time the 
American ensign was ever carried 
west of the Mississippi river and on 
account of the importance of the 
achievement: Pike became one of the 
national heroes. ~ 

Even in Georgia the memory of this 
sturdy pioneer is embalmed in such 3 
way that he will not soon be forgotten. 
One of the best known counties in 
Georgia is the county of Pike, the 
county seat of which is Zebulon. 

Both the sirname and the given 
name of the pioneer are thus preserv- 
ed for all time to come in the no- 
menclature of the state. Georgia 
takes pride in the announcement of 
the new memorial erected in honor of 
Zebulon M. Pike.

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Two Prospective States. 

The territories of New Mexico and 
Arizona are both carrying on agita- 
tions for admission into the union of 
states. They have resolved to make 
their cause one, so as to enforce their 
claims upon congress. 

The population of New Mexico is 
195,000, while Arizona has 122,000. 
New Mexico went republican in the 
last election, and Arizona democratic. 
The hope of the statehood movers is 
that this balance of power between 
the parties will hold down whatever 
party objection that might have been 
made, although there is no reason why 
both should not be democratic states 
if admitted.

The Canal Prospect. 
(From The Baltimore Sun.) 

It is stated that a new treaty has been 
negotiated in reference to the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty and the isthmian canal, and 
that President Roosevelt is distinctly in 
favor of ratifying it. This document is 
said to untie our hands and facilitate our 
digging of a canal, if not our ownership 
and control. In view. of this neighborly 
act it is suggested that our triffing differ- 
ences with regard to the Alaskan frontier 
might be settled by a corresponding con- 
cession. A Canadian correspondent of 
The London Times informs that journal 
that “‘the joint high commission, which 
was originally appointed to settle a large 
number of questions in controversy be- 
tween the United States and Canada, will 
probably sit again during the coming au- 
tumn; and in Washington it is understood 
that an effort will be made to outline a 
basis for the proposed reciprocal trade 
convention. It is admitted in Washing- 
ton that a reciprocity treaty with Canada 
would be of enormous general advantage 
to the United States, for, while it would 
open new markets for manufactures, it 
would also leave open the channels 
through which many millions of dollars’ 
worth of farm products and raw mate- 
rials of various kinds have found an out- 
let. No one outside the innermost circle 
of Dominion politics is advised as to what 
Canada would ask in return for the con- 
cession desired by the United States; but 
those who seek reciprocity must bear in 
mind that favors worth having are rarely 
to be had for nothing, and the fault of 
the Americans, like that of the Dutch- 
men, lies in giving too little and asking 
too much.” mi

The Place-Hunter at Bay. 
(From The Boston Globe.) 

In a reported interview of an Illinois 
senator with President Roosevelt the lat- 
ter was reminded that by. favoring the 
senatorial constituent he would win thé 
favor of the whole INmois delegation. 
Thereupon the president is said to have 
replied with great emphasis: 

“I wish to say, senator, that I want to 
stand well with the organization and all 
that, but I wish it distinctly understood 
that I will appoint no man to office, even 
if recommended by the organization, un- 
less he is wholly qualified for the position 
he seeks and is a man of integrity.” 

This reply has the right ring in it and 
sounds very much like the “Teddy” we 
have read about. 

It is said, also, that in the matter of 
the tenure of office the president has 
openly declared that while incumbency 
would not constitute a prescriptive right 
to retention, no change would be made 
except for the betterment of the service. 

It would not be surprising if the new 


president should prove to be remarkably, 


“nervy” in his dealings with. place finders 
who may have axes to grind with him, 
Even the rough rider cannot ignore cer- 
tain unwritten laws of senatorial cour- 
tesy, but with an eye single to the effi- 
ciency of the public service he will not be 
liable to make many mistakes. 


The Sugar Duty. 
(From The Florida Times-Union.) 

Judge Morris has decided that the im- 
position of a countervailing duty on Rus- 
sian sugar was legal. Secretary Gage is, 
therefore, sustained by the circuit court 
of the United States. If the tax was legal, 
the failure to impose it would have been 
illegal. Secretary Gage had no option in 
the matter. 

And yet the retaliatory measures adopt- 
ed by Russia were hurtful to the pro- 
ducers and exporters of this country. A 
few—very few—dollars were collected 
from Russian sugar, and a great many 
dollars were lost by American manufac- 
turers that would not have been lost if 
this countervailing duty had not been im- 
posed. 

Now, the matter is in shape for negotia- 
tion, and it is not probable that Russia 
will be found difficult to deal with. Prest- 
dent Roosevelt, following in the footsteps 
of President McKinley, is in favor of re- 
ciprocity. An arrangement can be made 
by which this tariff war, so hurtful to 
the industries of the United States, may 
be brought to a close. 

The matter deserves prompt attention, 
and will doubtless receive it. The tariff 
war with Russia should not be permitted 
to last a day beyond the shortest time in 
which it can be ended. 


The Southern Appointments. 
(From The Philadeiphia Press.) 

The republican party will be strength- 
ened and the south benefited by freer po- 
litical discussion and the adoption of a 
broader and more generous policy. If, 
however, the southern people prefer to 
continue as they have been for twenty- 
five years past, that will be their perfect 
right. The future is of their own choos- 
ing and they can walk tn whichever path 
they prefer. But they cannot prevent 
President Roosevelt’s policy from benefit- 
ing the whole country. It will remove a 
source of irritation and foster a sentiment 
of unity and fraternity among all sec- 
tions. As to the colored people, they 
must be the largest sharers in the good 
to come from having the offices filled with 
capable men and the laws administered 
efficiently and impartially. 

President Roosevelt has given no more 
conclusive proof of his sagacity and of 
his purpose to follow in the steps of his 
predecessor than in the policy he has 
adopted toward the south. It remains to 
be seen whether the people of that sec- 
tion will accept it in the right spirit and 
open a new era for themselves.

Men who 
have served faithfully for years will not 
be in danger of losing their jobs at the 
eaprice of politicians. It will mean that 
good men will stand a chance of promo- 
tion because of merit, and not because 
they have helped elect this or that coun- 
cilman. 

As an indication of what new life this 
movement has taken it will only be 
necessary to mention that the commis- 
gioners will hold a special meeting to- 
night to consider the subject separate 
and apart from all other business. Every 

‘member of the hoard will be present, in- 
cluding the mayor. 

A special committee appointed months 
ago, composed of Commissioners Patter- 
gon, Brotherton and Jones, will meet this 
afternoon to formulate a report for the 
meeting tonight. 

Taken Up in Earnest. 

Commissioner Patterson at the meeting 
of the board last night stated that he 


now wanted the matter taken up in earn- 
est and at once.

The civil service movement for the po- 
lice may meet with opposition, but so far 
Opposition has not developed. It may de- 
velop tonight when the board meets. 


Opposition Not Looked For. 

If there is opposition, and the board 
should chance to split on the matter, a 
lively fight may be the result. 

But Commissioner Patterson says he 
looks for no opposition. 

“I can’t see how any member of the 
board can object to it,’’ said Mr. Patter- 
son last night to a reporter of The Con- 
stitution. “I have studied the police sit- 
uation very closély for years, and I be- 
lieve without a doubt that civil service 
with the police is the only way to eradi- 
cate the few evils that keep our police 
System from being perfect. ok at the 
fire department. The firemen are only 
dropped for cause, and everybody knows 
how smoothly that department runs. It 
is a mistake to say that if we get a bad 
man we could not get rid of him except 
at the end of two years as we now do. 
Under civil service the bad man could be 
dropped summarily, and we wouldn't 
have to wait any two years, or two days 
for that matter. A good man, knowing 
that his job was safe so long as he did 
his duty would be very careful how he 
violated the rules. Then we would get 
all politics out of the department and 
every citizen of Atlanta knows what a 
blessing that would be.”

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“THE HALL RENT 


Cily Executive Commitee Is 
Confronted With a Problem, 


LECTION OCCURS THURSDAY 


Four Members From Each Ward Will 
Be Selected on the Evening of 
That Day To Form a New 
Executive Committee. 


With the election of a new city ex- 
ecutive committee but a few days dis- 
tant, the members of the old committee 
are now confronted with a problem which 
has already assumed interesting, not to 
say important, proportions. 

‘the problem is: Who is to pay the rent 


of the hall in each ward in which will be 


held a mass meeting of voters to nomi- 
nate and elect new committeemen? Secre- 
tary Campbell in his communication to 
members of the. present city executive 
committee last Saturday informed them 
that there was no fund with which to pay 
for these meeting places. 

It has been suggested that, inasmuch as 
the election is to be held during a mass 
meeting of the registered voters of each 


| ward, those who attend and take part in 


the selection of members of the new 
committee might be induced to contribute 
to a fund to defray the necessary ex- 
penses of the evening. 


Hat May Be Passed. 

“T think,’’ said the gentleman who made 
this suggestion, ‘“‘that if some one in each 
ward would pass the hat just before the 
business of the meeting is taken up, there 
would be absolutely no difficulty in rais- 
ing, in a very few moments, the amount 
needed.”’ 

*‘Perhaps,’’ said another member of the 
party discussing the matter, “the mem- 
bers of the old committee in each ward 
might feel it a privilege—nay, an honor— 
to make up a purse among themselves to 
pay the rent for a room in which to hold 
the meeting and election.”’ 

“I think,’’ said a member of the present 
executive :committee, “the matter is of 
such importance that I would be willing 
to pay my share of the amount necessary 
to secure a vacant store or hall in my 
ward in which to hold the mass meeting 
provided for in the resolution proposed 
by Captain Brotherton and adopted by 
the city executive committee last mionth.”’ 

When Secretary Campbell addressed a 
letter to members of the committee last 
week asking them to také up the matter 
and notify him today what places had 
been selected in their wards for these 
meetings, he took occasion to inform the 
committeemen that no provision had been 
made for defraying the expenses incident 
to the meetings. 


Several Places Selected. 

In the first ward it has been decided to 
hold the mass meeting of voters at 113% 
Whitehall street. If is expected that the 
meeting in the second ward will be held 
in the council chamber in :the event the 
committee on public buildings and 
grounds should grant the necessary per- 
mission, which is more than Ikely: 
Members of the committee from the third 
ward will meet in Colonel Moyers” office 
this morning at 8:30 o’clock for the pur- 
pose of making arrangements to hold the 
meeting in the third. The meeting in the 
fourth ward will be held at Myrick’s 
store, corger Auburn avenue and Jack- 
son street. 

Committeeman W. T. Winn, from the 
fifth ward, said last evening that no 
place had yet been selected in that ward, 
but that definite action tn regard to that 
matter would in all probability be taken 
today. All the other committeemen are 
expected to communicate with Secretary 
Campbell this morning, notifying him 
where the meetings are to be held, so 
that he can take the necessary steps to 
give notice to all the voters qualified to 
take part in the selection of the new 
committee, 

On Thursday evening, between 7:30 and 
8:30 o'clock, there will be a mass meet- 
ing of qualified voters in each of the 
seven city wards. The present members 
of the city executive committee will have 
charge of these meetings and the elec- 
tions to be held. Only citizens of these 
wards who are qualified voters will be 
privileged to nominate and vote for four 
fnew committeemen to represent their 
respective wards as members of the next 
city executive committee.

County and City Authorities To Take 
Up Matter at Conference 
Today. 

There will be a conference this after- 
noon at 3:30 o’clock between the mem- 
bers of the board of county commis- 
sioners, the members of the finance anil 
street committees of council, the city 
attorney and the city engineer, for the 
purpose of discussing the matter of 
asphalting the streets about the court 
house and city hall. 

For a long time the noises fron? the 
streets have seriously interfered with 
the work in the courts and the city 
hall offices.

Assistant State Geologist McCallie Says 
Conditions Are Favorable. 


SIMILAR TO THOSE IN TEXAS 


Three Conditions Necessary for Oil 
Are Found Both in. North and 
South Georgia—Data In- 
sufficient—What Mc- 
Callie Thinks. 


Discovery of deposits in various sections 
of the state supposed to be crude petro- 
leum, more recently at Albany in Dough- 
erty county, has led to much general dis- 
cussion and speculation as to the proba- 
bility of commercial oil being found in 
Georgia. 

Professor 8 W. McCallie, assistant 
state geologist, has taken the matter up 
and reaches conclusions from a geological 
standpoint that the essential conditions 
necessary for the occurrence of oil are 
found both in north and south Georgia, 
though in some sections of the state these 
conditions are more strongly marked than 
in others. Professor McCallie’s conclu- 
sions, however, are entirely favorable to 
the discovery of oil in the state, though 
he does say in conclusion that “the best 
indication for petroleum, of course, is the 
oi] itself oozine from the ground.” 

In speaking of the essential conditions 
in an article on the subject just prepared, 
Professor McCallie says: 

The four essential conditions necessary for 
the occurrence of oil in commercial quantities 
are as follows: First, source; second, reser- 
voir; third, cover; fourth, anticlinal fold. 

The sources of oil in most cases appear to 
be highly bituminous shales or limestones, 
ranging in age from tke silurian to the tertiary 
periods. 

The oil reservoir may be either sandstone or 
limestone, and in either case it always lies 
immediately above the shales or limestones 
from which the ofl originates. 

The third factor above mentioned is the 
cover. This is always an impervious stratum 
of shale or clay forming the roof of the reser- 
voir and thereby preventing the of! from es- 
caping to the surface. 

The remaining: geological conditfon neces- 
Sary to be fulfilled in order‘that of] may exist 
in economic quantities is the anticlinal fold, or 
Gome-shaped arch of the strata beneath which 
the oil accumulates. This fold may be com- 


pared to a huge inverted trough with low slop- 
ing sides. 


North Georgia Conditions. 


Professor McCallie then applies these 
essential conditions to the geological sit- 
uation in Georgia. He says on this 
line: 


In applying these conditions above enumerat- 
ed to Georgia, we must look Arst for the source 
of the oil, that is, a timestone or a shale car- 
rying a high per cent ot bituminous material. 
In northwest Georgia, in what is known as the 
Paleozoic area, are found two different geo- 
logical formations, both of which seem to meet 
this condition in a marked degree. The most 
extensive of these two formations is the Chick- 
amauga limestone. This formation, which is 
several hundred feet in thickness, is widely 
distributed throughout all of the counties: in 
the northwestern part of the state, and at 
many points it is found to be so highly charged 
with hydrocarbons that it often emits a dis- 
tinct odor of petroleum when freshly broken or 
struck with the hammer. It is not an uncom- 
mon thing in quarrying this rock to expose 
small cavities filled with crude ofl, and in 
some instances wells driven into the forma- 
tion have had to be temporarily abandoned on 
account of the water becoming contaminated 
with petroleum. Unfortunately there is no data 
at hand showing the exact amount of of] coen- 
tainel in a given bulk of Chickamauga lime- 
stone. However, one wuuld probably be upon 
the safe side in placing it at many hundred 
barrels per square mile. 

The other formation of northwest Ceorgia, 
which is highly bituminous and may therefore 
become a source of oil, is the Devonian blacx 
shale. This formation does not attain such a 
great thickness as the Chickamauga limestone, 
nevertheless it carries a much greater per- 
centage of hydrocarbons. 

The cther conditions for the cc- 
currence of oil in commercial quantities in the 
Paleozoic area, viz., the reservoir, the cover 
end the anticlinal fold, are all met with in a ‘ 
more or less perfe>t degree. 

The most unfavorable condition for the oc- 
currence of oil in quintity in northwest Geor- 
gia appears to be a lack of typical anticlinals 
or arched folds. 


Situation in South 


In south Georgia there is likely deep buried 
etrata uf cretaceous or tertiary age containing 
sufficient carbonaceous material to give rise to 
oil in commercial quantities, but unfortunate- 
ly our present knowledge of the geological for- 
mations of that sectioa is so meager that but 
little is definitely known of the nature of the 
deposits. The data obtained chiefly from deep 
well borings throughout that part of the state 
seems to indicate that much of that region is 
underlain by highly carboniferous strata which 
under favorable conditions might give rise 
to ol] or other hydrocarbons. 

The other factors, viz., reservoir, cover and 
anticlinals, necessary for the occurrence of oil, 
as shown by the borings of artesian wells and 
sections exposed along the rivers, are well 
nigh perfect throughout south Georgia. Thick 
beds of sands of various degrees of coarseness, 
forming ideal oil reservoirs are )enetrated in 
nearly every artesian well, while alternating 
with these. and forming an excsilent roof 
covering, are thick strata of fine grained, im- 
“ervicus cleys. The anticlinal folds are well 
exposed along the banks of the Chattahoochee 
river, where they form low, broad arches, of- 
ten 3 or 4 miles wide. 

In boring for oil In south Georgia, it would 
always be well for the prospector to make a 
thorough examina‘*ion of the structural geol- 
ogy of the section as revealed by the strata 
outcropping along the stream, before locating 
bis well In many cases it will be found an 
easy matter to iocat2 the apex -of the anti- 
clinal fold, and therefore the point at which 
cil, if it occurs, is moat likely to be found. 

‘The best indication for petroleum, of course, 
is the oll itself, sozing from the ground and 
collecting as an iridescent film on the surface 
of pools. Such filme can easily be distingulsh- 
ed from other rainbow colored films, the most 
common of which being iron oxide, by their 
edor and inflammable nature. Dr, J. M. Me- 
Candiess, state chemist, informs me that 
within the last year a large number of spec- 
imens suppose! to be of] have been’ submitted 
to him for examination, and in nearly every 
instance the specimen submitted has turned 
out to be the films of iron oxide forming tri- 
descent scums on the surface of water. Phe-

NG DISCUSSED 


It is said a question may be. raised be- 
fore the state democratic executive com- 
mittee as to the status of delegates who 
are sent to the state convention under 
pledge to vote for a particular candidate. 
The following from The Augusta Chron- 
icle in this connection will make inter- 
esting reading at this time: 

It developed during the week that there 
is pendning for the state democratic 
commmittee a very important matter, 
and it is now known that that organiza- 
tion must make a ruling that will be chal- 
lenged. 

Guerry men in Augusta, it would seem, 
have sprung the matter of course of pro- 
cedure in the democratic nominating 
convention next year. 

The Chronicle is in receipt of the fol- 


lowing: 
“Sir—Will you please say to me 
whether, if the instructed delegates to 


the Georgia democratic nominating con- 
vention fail to show a majority for one 
candidate, there will be a second pri- 
mary? (Signed) DEMOCRAT.” 

This letter betrays the understanding 
that a delegate to the state convention 
g0es specifically instructed as to candi- 
dates and cannot disobey such specific 
instructions, no matter what conditions 
assert themselves. 

The following correspondence may be 
of value as bearing on the question at 
issue: 


Letter to Mr. duBignon. 


“Augusta, Ga., October 8, 1I190!.—Hon F. 
G. duBignon, Chairman Democratic Executive 
Committee, Savannah, Ga. 


“‘Dear Sir: Would you be kind enough to say 
to The Augusta Chronicle what are the rules of 
the democratic party of Georgia, under the 
democratic primary system, in the event that 
no candidate for (for instance) the governor- 
Ship, receives a majority vote? 

“To suppose a case: Were Mr. Estill, Mr. 


Brown, Mr. Guerry and Mr. Terrell, in the 
state convention, to have cast for them the 
votes of one of the counties instructed for 


them, and no one of them secured a majority 
vote, what would be the mode of procedure to 
effect a nomination? 

“One contention here is that a delegation from 
a county, acting under specific instructions 
given by primary vote in that county, has no 
option but to cast the county’s vote as per the 
instructions. 

““‘Lack of a majority, tn such instance, it is 
the turther conviction, would necessitate a sec- 
ond primary. The point made is that if all 
counties: instruct, and if no candidate, under 
the primary instructions, secure a majority 
vote, the convention will be powerless to pro- 
ceed except, possibly, to order a second pri- 
mary, 

“Another contention is that a county delega- 
tion would be, under the party rules; invested 
with authority to vary from primary instruc- 
tions in case of a deadlock in the convention, 
for the purpose of effecting a nomination, 

“Your prompt attention will greatly oblige.

Letter From Mr. duBignon. 

“Savannah, Ga,, October 8.—News DBditor, 
Chroniclé, Augusta, Ga.—My Dear Sir: I beg 
to acknowledge the receipt of your favor of 
the 8th instant, and to say in reply that should 
a rule on the subject of your inquiry be deemed 
necessary, that it will no doubt be prescribed 
by the state committee when the next state 
convention is ordered by that body. In the 
absence of a rule on the subject, I should say 
that, in my opinion, a majority of the delegates 
in the convention would have the right to name 
a candidate for the party and that delegates 
from a county selected as they were in the last 
campaign might properly vote for a name other 
than the choice of their county should it be 
found impossible to secure a majority of the 
convention for that choice.

SCHOOL FOR DEAF AND DUMB. - 

Another deaf and dumb school for 
Georgia is a question that is occupying 
no little attention just now, especially 
on the part of those whe are brought 
into contact with those for whom such 
institutions are established, or who are 
in some way interested in the work. The 
matter is likely to be brought to the at- 
tention of the legislature at its coming 
session. 

Dr. Maury M. Stapler, of Macon, a 
specialist, among others, has taken the 
matter up. In a communication ad- 
dressed to The Constitution Dr. Stapler 
urges the importance of the “establish- 
ment of another school in Georgia for 
the deaf and dumb, which, he contends, 
should be more centrally located than 
the present one at. Cave Spring, in the 
extreme northwestern part of the state. 

Speaking of schools for the deaf and 
dumb, Dr. Stapler contends they should 
be loceted in or near large cities. He 
says: 

The prime object of such schools is to make 
the individral self-sustaining. To do this the 
eye must perform the functfons of three facul- 
ties, and it is, therefore, of the utmost im- 
portance that these people be so placed as to 
get a frequent view of the greatest variety 
of things—objects of practical utility. 

The school as at present located can 
never hope to have a full attendance otf 
the deaf and dumb children of. the state, 
he says, and it must labor under many 
disadvantages. The state, he says, has 
given very sparingly, almost niggardly, 
in fact, to her school for the deaf. He 
gays: : 

Large and increasing appropriations are to be 
commended, but giving increasing amounts 
every year is not the panacea for the condi- 
tions that surround the present school. * * * 

States which have much experience seem to 
have learned that a large school grows top 
heavy and rd to manage so as to get the 
best results and they have adopted the idea 
of having ore than one school and are lo- 
cating them in or near large cities where the 
pupils may see and be seen. In a sphere of 
great activity the children come in touch 
with people from friendship and become to 
feel at ease in public. 

Another [point he makes is that epi- 
demics of disease are more apt to occur 
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in one large school and are harder to 
control. 

In conclusion, Dr, Stapier says: 

It looks Mke Georgia has made a mistake in 
this matter, When the school was in its in- 
fancy she cradled it in her arms and loved 
it with a love that blinded better judgment and 
she was led to accept a location which is fn 
many respects inadequate for the production 
of high class graduates sent out by other 
states, and its necessities outstrip its possibill- 
ties, limited as the latter are by environment. 

If the state’s finances at the present term do 
not admit of sufficient expenditure to build a 
school, divide the appropriation and maintain 
some of the pupils—the more advanced—in or 
near some large city and form a nucleus from 
which the state may in the future get for its 
wards advantages not to be expected from the 
present location. 

There is much interest of a quiet nature 
throughout the state in this matter. It touches 
near the heart of many humble homes and 
bears the quality of highest charity. 


MRS. MYRICK’S ADVICE. 

The Americus Times-Recordet, which 
is published in the congressional district 
of Hon. Pope Brown, one of the candi- 
dates for governor, has the following in- 
teresting editorial relatting to-the race: 

While the patriots are plodding (and there 
are a few of them left) and the politicians

Mr. Blalock has been mentionend in this 
connection on several occasions, but un- 
til yesterday had not positively stated 
he would be in the race.

CURTAIL BXPENSES 


Will Prevent Deficit at the End of the 
Present ‘Year. 


TO SELL TONS OF SCRAP IRON 


Commissioner Parks Wants Mains 
Laid in “Darktown” to Insure 
Proper Sanitary Conditions 
‘and Prevent Spread 
of Disease. 


yesterday afternoon President Hillyer 
announced that the expense fund of the 
board was getting low, and suggested that 
the ordinary purchases for the depart- 
ment be discontinued if the commission- 
ers did not want a deficit o. several 
hundred dollars at the end of the year. 

Members of the board favored the idea 
of curtailing purchases as much as pos- 
sible during the next three months. It 
was agreed, however, that when an 
emergency existed the expense fund 
should be drawn upon to make purchases 
that were absolutely necessary. 

A number of Routine matters were 
considered and disposed of by the board. 
The resolution by Councilman Barrett 
providing for a free water service for the 
new Soldiers’ home was referred to the 
pipe committee. Judge W. L. Calhoun, 
president of the board of trustees of the 
home, will be invited to appear before 
this committee before action is taken. 

Members of the board expressed them- 
selves as in favor of supplying the home 
with free water, but thought the matter 
should be referred to the proper commit- 
tee like all other matters of similar na- 
ture. 

Torbett Wants Increase. 

The request of M. B. Torbett, cashier 
and bookkeeper in the water works de- 
partment, that his salary be raised to 
$1,500 a year was referred to the finance 
committee for consideration ‘and report. 
Mr. Torbett, in his communication to the 
board, stated that he devoted from 
twelve to fourteen hours daily to the 
work of the department. 

While the matter of finance was being 
discussed Superintendent Park Wood- 
ward stated that the board had about 
100 tons of scrap iron that might be sold 
to advantage. The board thought favor- 
ably of the idea, and at the next meet- 
ing of council Alderman Kilpatrick will 
introduce a resolution authorizing the 
sale of this material. 

Commissioner Parks, the new member 
of the board from the fourth ward, in- 
troduced a resolution calling for the lay- 
ing of 4,700 feet to 6-inch water pipe in 
that section of the city, which he re- 
ferred to as “‘Darktown.”” The resolu- 
tion provided for the following pipe in 
that locality: On Ellis street, between 
Butler and Willard, 1,00 feet; on Cain 
street, between Jackson and the Boule- 
vard, 600 feet; on Old Wheat street, be- 
tween Fort and Butler, 1,800 feet; on Hil- 
liard street, between Auburn avenue and 
Edgewood avenue, 450 feet; on Butler 
street, between Baker and Forrest ave- 
nue, 800 feet. 

“All of those water mains,’ said Mr. 
Parks, ‘‘will touch a certain section of 
the city commonly referred to as ‘Dark- 
town.’ From this locality come most 
of our cooks, washer women, chamber 
maids, butlers and hostlers, and I think 
we should take sueh steps as will insure

proper sanitary conditions for that sec- 
tion. If the place is unhealthy our ser- 
vants are liable to bring disease into our 
homes. I trust the matter will receive the 
favorable consideration of the committee 
and board.’’ 

The matter was referred to the pipe 
committee.

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LICENSES. NOT RETURNED 


Many Marriages Not Recorded in the 
Ordinary’s Office.

LIKELY TO CAUSE CONFUSION 


Issuance of License on Record, But 
Large Numbers Have Not Been 
Returned After Marriage. 


It was learned yesterday that hundreds 
of marriage licenses, issued at the office 
of the ordinary during several years past, 
have never been returned to the office.

The 
license had never been returned, and it 
Was necessary to locate the minister and 
sectrre the license. It is said that at the 
Same time he also turned over to the 
office several other licenses. 

Ministers and others who perform the 
ceremony are expected to return the 
licenses promptly after the marriage. The 
officials of the ordinary’s office are 
anxious that this be done.

Thermometer Dropped Yesterday to 
44—Frost Last Night—Cold and 
Fair loday. 

A drop in the temperature yesterday 
to 44 degrees marked the coldest day yet 
this fall. October 4, with six-tenths of a 
degree more than that, was the nearest 
approach to that point in previous rec- 
ords this season. These two little cold 
snaps have been far below the normal 
for this season, and have been followed 
by a return to warmer weather. 

Maximum yesterday was 58, minimum 
44, mean 51, which is 13 degrees below the 
normal. There was frost last night. 
Heavy frost was reported Sunday night} 
in Arkansas and Oklahoma, in the west- 
ern cotton belt. 

Besides the low temperature, cutting, 
chilling winds yesterday added to the 
cold. pasmodic winds from 25 to 31 miles 
an hour continuing throughout the day 
produced a very wintry aspect. The 
leaves, beginnng to fall, blew in gusts 
over the streets or circled in little whirl- 
pools of wind along the pavements.
